Dealing with the prisoner’s move- 
ments onthe day before the attack, 
Mr. Nijhill ‘said. that at 3 p.m. ‘he |.

At five o'clock, ,when he. 

cooked the evening meal, he appear- 
ed to be perfectly normal, and two 
hours ‘later, when he made : his 
usual visit to the compradore for 
money to buy’ provisions, he asked 
for a rise. in wages.
